The McGill swimming aggregation 
gave an ample demonstration on Sat- 
urday last, of the fact that it is by 
no meanB a one man team, for, minus 
the services of the famous George 
Varsity team by 43 points to 14. TLe 
McGill polo team also proved victor- 
ious, defeating Varsity by a score of 
6 to 2, although at half time the 
score stood 2 to 1 against the visit- 
ors. 

The McGill men only met with one 
surprise, this being in the back stroke 
event, which Shives, of Toronto, won 
In the remarkably fast time of 27 1-5 
seconds. Tins established a new re- 
cord for the forty yards on back in 
Intercollogiate circles. 

McGill won all the other events 
with ease, MncKay capturing the for- 
ty yards, Frank McGill the hundred, 
and the 200, McLean the diving, and 
Patterson the long plunge. In the 
relay race McGill used two substi- 
tutes, Stavert and Dave Williamson, 
and two regulars, MacKay nnd Mc- 
Gill, and this quartet won out by 
three quarters of the length of the 
bath. 

George Draper took second places 
for McGill in the back stroke, the 
hundred yards, and the diving and 
Kerry swam second in the 200 yards. 
Stavert was third in the long plunge 
barely two inches belling Tebbs of 
Varsity who took second place. 

The diving event was merely an ex- 
hibition. Toronto's two divers both 
being freshmen and inelegible to com 
pute under the rules in force at To- 
ronto. Hoth of them showed prom- 
ise of future ability but neither was 
in the same class as either Mclxian 



or Draper. 

Frank McGill waB the individual 
star of the meet. H is time in the 
hundred was given out as 59 4-5- sec- 
onds, although one of the officials 
watches caught him at 59 2-5. This 
performance followed his victory in 
the 200 yards in 2 minutes 35 Beconds 
He also made fast time in the relay 
race and was the best man in the 
tank in the polo game, scoring the 
majority of the goals for McGill. 

MacKay 's time in the forty was 
fast, three watches catching it at un- 
der 21 seconds, although two of the 
officials watches showed slower time 
and 21 2-5 was the time given out. 
Some of the otticials were chosen at 
the lust minute, however, and proved 
none ioo competent.
